Coinziden‘ly, 
an effort will be made to give the 
country an example of the party’s 
dry proclivilies by nominating 
Judge Florence Ellinwood Allen in 
the Democratic primaries on Au- 
gust 10 in place of former Senator 
Pomerene, of Ohio, known to be a 
liberal on the prohibition issue. 

At the same time, the Antisaloon 
league, with the support of certain 
dry Democrats, is expected to make 
things uncomfortable for George 
Brennan's wet candidacy in Illinois. 

Miss Allen’s candidacy on the 
Democratic ticket was not taken 
seriously at first, despite the fact 
that she obtained a large vote in 
the rural districts and obtained 
virtually the unanimous vote cast 
by women when elected as common 
pleas court judge and later asso- 
clate justice of the supreme court 
of Ohio. Born in Lake City, Utah, 
and now 42 years old, Miss Allen 
has always waged an uncompro- 
mising and vigorous fight against 
the return of light wines and beer 
and she has advocated the retention 
of the Volstead act. But she has 
never participated in a State-wide 
primary, whereas Mr. Pomerene 
carried 27 counties in the 1922 con- 
test against Senator Fess. 

Rallying to Miss Allen. 

The Dry Democrats, with the 
support of Wayne B. Wheeler, gen- 
eral counsel for the Antisaloon 
league and various women’s or- 
ganizations are rallying now to the 
support of Miss Allen. She has an 
organization and proffers of outside 
help are pouring in. Meanwhile 
the Antisaloon league has begun 
training its guns on Pomerene’s 
candidacy. 

The Democratic national commit- 
tee here so far has not been called 
upon to take sides in the wet and 
dry issue within the party ranks.

Delegates attending the conven- 
tlon from eleven -mid-West States 
say that this would mean that in- 
dustrialization of the nation at the 
expense of agriculture and under 
such a system that the American 
farmers would become peasants and 
their standards of living would be 
no higher than those of peons and 
peasants of other countries. 
The committee has met to formu- 


late a new policy for agriculture, 
and there is evidence to jndicate 


the next presidential campaign, al- 
though effort is being made to keep 
the political flavor out of the con- 
ference.

He did 
not return. 

Early today an employe of the 
hotel, finding the door of the Ze- 
caros’ room ajar, switched on the 
lights and found Mrs. Zecaro, or 
Van Alston, dead. She was kneel- 
ing by the bed, crucifix in hand. 
Apparently the shots that killed her 
had been fired from some distance 
as she prayed, for there were no 
powder burns. Guests on the same 
floor heard no shots. 

Letters addressed to Mrs. Charles 
M. Van Vilet were found open in 
the dead woman’s pocketbook, one 
of them referring to her supposed 
fear since 1918 of violent death at 
the hands of “an enemy.” The 
only actual clew to her identity was 
obtained from Mrs. Owen Ford, this 
city, who keeps a rooming house 


patronized by theatrical folk. Sha 
said the woman had lived in her 
house three months and was known 
there as Mrs. Van Alston.

FESS TO SEE HIM TODAY

his arrival in the Adirondacks 
nearly two weeks ago, President 
Coolidge had opportunity tonight 
to take up administration questions 
directly with a close official adviser 
when Secretary Dwight F. Davis. of 
the War Department arrived for a 
visit at the summer White House.

Secretary Davis arranged to come 
here on invitation of the President 
for the night from Plattsburg, 
where he inspected the citizens’ mil- 
itary training camp today. He is 
the first cabinet officer to come to 
White Pine Camp and is the first 
overnight visitor entertained at the 
summer White House. _ 

Senator Fess is coming here to 
remain over tomorrow night, but 
whether his vjsit is for the purpose 
of going into any specific questions 
has not been indicated. He is visit- 
ing friends at Loon lake, 30 miles 
from White Pine Camp. 

With government business occu- 
pying his attention most of the day, 
Mr. Coolidge passed his leisure

| The debate in the house of com- 
mons today on the Franco-British 
debt settlement opened the gates 
to strong criticism of the attitude 
of the United States with respect 
to interallied debts—to much’ 
talk about equality and sacrifice |

| mercial basis. 

The settlement which Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the _ ex- 
'chequer, made with M. Caillaux, the | 
French finance minister, received 
strong censure, especially from | 
| Philip Snowden, who declared that | 
'Mr. Churchill was a very poor hand | 
|at striking a bargain and had to 
‘crumple up every time he came 
into contact with representatives of 
' European debtor countries. 

The house took no action on the 
| settlement. 


Reply to Secretary Mellon. 


Chancellor Churchill, alluding to 
Secretary Mellon’s latest statement | 
about the debts, said he did not 
desire to indulge in recriminations 
with the people or newspapers of | 
the United States over agreements 
Great Britain had made, but he 
must refer to Secretary Mellon’s 
words published in this morning’s 
papers, because it would be a great 
pity if misunderstandings should 
arise. 

The American Secretary of the 
Treasury was reported to have said 
that England borrowed a large pro- 
portion of her debt for purely com- 
mercial, as distinct from war, pur- 
poses, to meet commercial obliga- 
tions maturing in America, to fur- 
nish India with silver, to buy food 
to resell to the civilian population | 
in order to maintain exchange. 
American loans to England, accord- 
ing to Secretary Mellon, were not 
s0 much to provide war supplies as 
to furnish sterling for home and 
foreign needs and to save England 
from borrowing from her own peo- 
ple. 

This, declared Mr. Churchill, was 
a real and complete misapprehen- 
sion of the facts of the case. So se- 
rious was this misapprehension that 
it made him almost doubt the au- 
thenticity of the words Mr. Mellon 
was quoted as using. 

Spent Vast Sums Here. 


What were the facts? the chan- 
cellor asked. They were dealing 
only with the perlod when the 
United States entered the war. 
Great Britain, like all the other 
allies, spent vast sums in the United 
States on food, as well as on shot 
and shell. But all the loans of the 
United States to allies were, by act 
of Congress, specifically limited to 
the purpose of prosecuting the war, 
and the United States Treasury re- 
quired and obtained full justifica- 
tion for every cent that Britain 


loaned. 

“Every cent,’’ continued the chan- 
cellor, ‘‘was spent under the super- 
vision of the United States Treasury 
in what was, according to their 
view, not ours, the furtherance and 
prosecution of the war. and every

Louis ‘Loucheur, the new minis- 
ter of commerce and considered 
France’s wealthiest industrialist, 
once deserted M. Herriot with his 
followers on a question of capé#tal 
levy. 

The new Herriot ministry also 
marks the disappearance of M. 
Laurent-Eynac, undersecretary for 
the air, who had served in this post 
in every cabinet of France since 
1922 and has to his credit the 
present high standing of the French 
air service. 

The man in the street in France is 
beginning to feel the pinch of eco- 
nomic complications which have 
long been predicted as the inevita- 
ble effect of the prolonged finan- 
cial crisis. 

For the first time since the franc 
began to fall, the general public 
has become aroused to the extent 
of uneasiness. The first mani- 
festation has been in extravagant 
buying of anything that will keep. 

For a time this tendency gave a 
greater impetus to business gen- 
erally. As the franc continued to 
go down, however, merchants be- 
came alarmed at the intense buying 
movement, and showed less anxiety 
to increase their business turnover. 
Some houses have taken advantage 
of the excuse of summer closing, 
which used to be general, and some 
trades have shut up shop. Facto- 
ries in some lines ‘are faced with 
the problem of whether it is profit- 
able or advisable to go on produc- 
ing, since ag fast as they sell raw 
materials the increase in price de- 
ranges their schedules and makes 
profits only for those who already 
have bought goods.

A crowd of approximately 2,500 
persons witnessed the blaze. A de- 
tail of First precinct police, under 
command of Lieut. James Beckett, 
experienced difficulty in keeping 
the onlookers within the police 
lines. Automobile and street-car 
traffic was diverted from Thir- 
teenth and D streets, after being 
held up for almost half an hour. 

The blaze was confined to the 
third floor, which consisted of three 
rooms, used as file and stationery 
supply rooms. Valuable records of 
the company, which has occupied 
the site for 50 years, were destroy- 
ed. Thomas Somerville, owner of 
the building, estimated the dam- 
age, which is covered by insurance, 
at $3,000. Fire department offi- 
cials were unable to estimate the 
loss late last night. 

Half an hour before the blaze 


was discovered the 60 employes of 
the firm had finished their work 
for the day. Those who remained 
behind were mostly department 
heads, 

The building, a three-story struc- 
ture, was deluged from top to bot- 
tom by water.

A PRIVILEGE, NOT A RIGHT. 


In the United States district court for the 
Eastern district of New York, a decision has 
been handed down to the effect that naturali- 
zation is a privilege, not a right; and the 
courts have no power in proceedings for nat- 
uralization other than that conferred by Con- 
gress, which power does not include authority 
to restrain an applicant from filing a petition 
for naturalization. 

A person was enjoined from again applying 
for citizenship for ten years. The courts have 
held that any attempt to perpetually enjoin 
a person from applying for citizenship is be- 
yond the authority of any tribunal; so an 
attempt enjoin for ten years likewise 
beyond ihe right of any court. 

The interesting feature of the case is that 
naturalization is not a right, but a privilege. 
The United States Supreme Court held this in 
several early cases. Being a privilege, the 
terms of naturalization, its limitations and 
restrictions, are entirely up to Congress; and 
no court has a right to enlarge or extend those 
limitations or conditions. Furthermore, nat- 
uralization is purely a domestic question, to 
be determined by the American Congress. No 
alien can. set up the claim that he has a 
right to naturalization, nor can a court estab- 
lish proceedings or conditions not authorized 
Congress.

NOT A PARALLEL. 

During the Senate investigation of the 
United States tariff commission it was 
suggested the law should be changed so as to 
make the tariff commission a judicial, or semi- 
judicial, establishment similar to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, with power to 
establish import duties under a rule of policy 
or principle established by Congress. 

There is a difference in the field: of opera- 
tion and the functions of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and a tariff commission 
such as is suggested. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is given authority to fix 
freight and passenger rates based on service 
and tniformity of charge for like service. 
Congress established the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to protect shippers against dis- 
crimination. It enacted the transportation 
act of 1920 to furnish the commission with a 
basis to eliminate discrimination. This basis 
is service, and a reasonable charge for such 
service. The revenue derived by the exercise 
of this rate-making power goes to the rail- 
roads or common carriers. 

The basis of the principle laid down by 
Congress under which the tariff commission 
operates what is known as the flexible section 
is foreign competition, not service. Congress 
undertakes to transfer to a commission the 
power to increase or decrease import duties 
within certain limits. It is proposed to en- 
large this power and give the tariff commis- 
sion authority. to fix import duties, Congress 
laying down the principle, as it dows with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. Further- 
more, such a power would give the revenue- 
raising function to a body outside of Congress. 

There is no parallel between such a pro- 
posed tariff commission and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. While Congress has 
the right to delegate rate making to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission under a principle 
laid down by Congress, it would have no right 
to delegate import duty making to a tariff 
commission, because it Would involve the frais- 
ing of public revenue and would permit an 
organization outside of Congress to establish 
import duties and thus determine what is 
necessary to overcome foreign competition. . 

The activities of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission are confined to domestic service 
and the revenue raised goes into the treasuries 
of the common carriers. The activities of a 
tariff commission proposed would be confined 
to competition with foreign producers and 
manufacturers and the revenue raised would 
go into the Federal treasury. _ 
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Automobiles are about foolproof now. But 
there hasn’t been much change in pedestrians. 
UNIFORMS FOR ARRESTING OFFICERS. 

A semblance, at least, of order will now 
come out of the chaos characterizing Virginia 
law enforcement since the enactment by the 
legislature in 1924 of the Layman act, as soon 
as the new standard uniform to be worn by 
arresting officers, as chosen by the attorney 
general, has had time to be generally put in 
service, Under the Layman statute, a far more 
stringent decree than the Indian law enforce- 
ment code, every peace officer in the State, as 
wall as captains of vessels plying within the 
State, conductors of steam and electric trains, 
railroad police and station agents, and com- 
manders of oyster boats are empowered not 
only to make arrests, but alse entitled to eol- 
lect, in the case of prohibition arrests, bonuses 
and awards ranging fn value from $5 to $50, 

Liberal public opinion has been militantly 
bitter against the breaches of personal liberty 
occasioned by the enforcement of the Layman 
act, In the larger cities, Richmond, Lynch- 
burg and Norfolk, municipal erdinances were 
immediately enacted, specifying that all re- 
wards collected were to be paid not to the in- 
dividual making the arrest, but inte the police 
pension and retirement funds, The recently 
elected governor made the enactment of a 
statute requiring uniforming of arresting of- 
ficers a plank in his platform, and despite de- 
feat earlier in the session of the legislature, 


, 


the amendment was rushed through just be- 
fore adjournment. 

Now the attorney general has announced 
that in order to be eligible for any bonuses or 
awards, all State prohibition officers, officers 
of the motor vehicle department, special 
agents, constables and other officers, except 
sheriffs and their deputies, must wear a unil- 
form of oxford gray, with an insignia of red 
and yellow on their left arm. Although, as 
yet, no funds have been made available for 
the purchase of the uniforms, it is to be hoped 
they will soon be forthcoming, and that this 
reasonable safeguard against improper  in- 
vasion of the rights of citizens of the Old 
Dominion will soon become effective.

The, general counsel of the United States 
Shipping Board has assumed the role of a 
hawk in a dovecote in rendering an opinion 
which casts suspicion on the validity of mar- 
riages performed at sea by Capt. Herbert Hart- 
ley, of the Leviathan, and skippers of other 
vessels of the American merchant marine. 

Ever since Capt. Fried, of the President 
Roosevelt, won the plaudits of the world 
through his gallant rescue of the crew of the 
foundering British freighter it has come to be 
regarded as quite the proper thing for nervous 
swains and blushing debutantes to postpone 
the exchange of marriage vows until safely out- 
side the 3-mile limit. Then after the captain 
had set his course and the pilot had been 
dropped overside the skipper would call for 
his Bible and his book of praver and join the 
two dear young things in what has been re- 
garded as tight matrimonial bonds. Until the 
Shipping Board lawyer came out with his in- 
Ssinuation that there might be doubt as to the 
validity of the ceremony, all was happiness, so 
far as known, among the married couples.

GREATER F®OTECTION 


Reported as Favoring 
Free Trade. 


By WILLIAM P. HELM, JR. 

A brand new realignment of 
forces for and against a high tariff 
These forces 
will line up in the coming drive to 
change the tariff law, a drive now 
in the making in Western corn and 
wheat fields. Those who favored a 
high tariff in the past are divided 
today, likewise those who opposed 
it. The swing of the agricultural 
interests, long free traders, is to a 
greater degree of protection. That 
of the manufacturers and bankers, 
to marked degree, appears away 
from it. 

These shiftings of economic opin- 
ion, if carried to their logical con- 
clusion, would result in astonishing 
reversals of position. The South to- 
day is running with glad feet to- 
ward protection for its harvests and 
industries. The manufacturers of 
New England and the Atlantic sea- 
board, while still clinging in the 
main to the theory of ample tariff 
protection, are not getting wrought 
up over a prospective change as 


Indeed, there are whole groups 
of manufacturers who are out and 
out for free trade. The automobile 
industry, perhaps, is the chief ex- 
ample of this new shifting of 
thought. There is hardly an auto 
maker of large affairs, it held, who 
doesn’t want a lower tariff on all he 
has to buy. The majority, accord- 
ing to information, would like to 
have free trade. 


Want Tariff Reduced. 


Why shouldn’t they? They have 
no competition to speak of from 
foreign makers. What, their spokes- 
men ask, do they want with a tariff 
wall against foreign automobiles, 
when there are virtually no foreign 
automobiles to invade the home 
market? All that a high tariff does 
for them, they argue, is to increase 
the price of things they have to 
buy abroad and hold up the prices 
of similar things made in the 
United States. They would like to 
see a lower tariff—or none at all— 
on iron, steel and other materials 
entering into the makeup of their 
wares. They profess to believe that 
lower duties on these materials 
would enable them to sell automo- 
biles for less money, and that, in 
turn, would make it possible for 
more consumers to buy automobiles 
which, of course, would lead to in- 
creased production and_ greater 
prosperity in the automobile indus- 
try. 

Such is their way of looking at 
the question, and so potent have 
the automobile makers become in 
the realm of manufacturing that 
they have swung other manufac- 
turers to their viewpoint. They 
have done this missionary work to 
buch extent that today the National 
Association of Manufacturers, 
advices say, could not consistently 
take a stand for a high tariff or 
even for continuance of the pres- 
Its membership is too 
divided in opinion. There are too 
many conflicting views on the ques- 
tion among those who make up the 
association for it to speak for all. 

Hence when the day comes, as 
come it will ere long, when the 
tariff steps to the spotlight of legis- 
lation, one of the sturdiest high 
tariff advocates of past years will 
be missing from the ranks of the 
present tariff’s defenders. More- 
over, one of the largest single 
groups ot manufacturers in the 
world will be right on hand to 
strike a lick for tariff revision. 


Swing to Revision, 


It is a strange swing, an about- 
face movement on the part of the 
industrial leaders, to shout for a 
low tariff. But it is hardly less re- 
markable than the attitude now 
taken by many great. banking 
houses who used to be foremost in 
the groups of those pleading for 
high protective duties. 

The great financial houses of 
America who now term themselves 
international bankers, almost with- 
out exception, it is said, have had 
a change of heart on the tariff 
question since the balance of the 
world trade crashed with ponder- 
ous weight to the United States. 
Where a dozen or so years ago 
many such banking houses wanted 
high duties, today they want low 
duties or no duties at all. They 
profess to believe that American 
quantity production and American 
ingenuity have brought American 
industry to a stage where it can 
hold its own against the market 
invader. 

But most of all these great bank- 
ing houses want lower duties or 
none at all because they believe 
such duties will swell the great 
volume of foreign trade which they 
finance so largely with funds that 
otherwise might be unemployed. 
They profess to see in a low tariff 
an opportunity for a larger volume 
of trade without detriment to 
American industry and consequent- 


ly larger opportunity for their own 
expansion. 


Not Favored by All. 


Not all manufacturers, nor near- 
ly all, and not all great bankers, 
however, are for tariff revision. The 
majority of manufacturers, by 
number, undoubtedly would oppose 
any effort to lower duties, and 

many bankers hold views dissimilar 
to those given above.

Portuguese Dish 


Lisbon, July 19 (By A. P.).— 
Caldo berde or green soup is a daily 
dish in nearly all the north of 
Portugal and forms a very palata- 
ble and wholesome repast. 

Green cabbage leaves rolled and 
held tightly in the left hand are 
used with a good piece of the roll 
held outside between the thumb 
and forefinger. From this roll, 
very thin slices are cut off with a 


sharp knife, and when opened form 
extremely narrow, short strips of 
cabbage leaf. 


These are placed in a bowl of 
cold water, and rubbed between 
the palms of the hands. The water 
is changed until it ceases to have 
any green coloring, as the juice 
from the cut cabbage spoils the 
flavor of the broth. 


Place in a saucepan some pota- 
toes, boil them in salt and water 
and when boiled mash well in a 
potato masher, or in Portuguese 
fashion with a fork, against a 
wooden spoon. The potato pulp 
then is mixed with the water in 
which the potatoes were boiled, 
some olive oil added ard when this 
mixture boils, add to it the cut 
cabbage, leaving the saucepan un- 
covered, so that the greens shall 
not lose their bright color.

You and Your Dog—‘‘Lie Down”’ 


as 


By ROBERT 8S. LEMMON. 


N the course of every dog’s life 
there are frequent occasions 
when his owner wants him to 

lie down at command and stay 
there until ordered up. Nothing is 
quite so good a check on canine 
mischief as this remaining quietly 
in one spot. Besides, even though 
the dog may be well behaved in 
general, situations often arise when 
it is comforting to know that by 
a word you can keep your dog at 
your side, or in some other desig- 
nated spot, without the necessity of 
leashing him. Particularly is this 
the case if you take him about with 
you to the homes of friends. 

The lesson “lie down’’ is the 
third one which every dog should 
be taught, the first and second be- 
ing house-breaking and ‘‘come.”’ As 
a Tule it is just as well not to start 
it until the pupil is four months 
old or so, and it should never be be- 
gun until he has thoroughly learned 
its two predecessors. Indeed, it is 
a fixed rule of all dog training to 
attempt to teach only one thing at 
a time. 


When you are ready to begin this 
lesson, take the dog to some quite 
place where you can. be alone with 
him and free of any disturbances. 
Kneel down and call him to you. 
Then take his two front paws to- 
gether in one hand and draw them 
straight out in front of him while 
you press down firmly but not hard 
with the other hand on his shoul- 
ders. Keep repeating the words 
“lie down’’ as you thus bring him 
to a prone position. 


Once the dog is down, hold him 
there quietly for maybe half a min- 
ute, guarding against any tendency 
on his part to roll over on his side. 
Repeat “lie down’’ at intervals, 
meanwhile. Then let go of him 
and order ‘‘up’”’ in a cheerful, en- 
couraging tone as you rise to your 
own feet. 

The chances are that the dog will 
be ready enough to get up when 
you give him the word. If he is 
not, encourage him to do s0 by 


otherwise showing him that every- 
thing is all right after all. In any 
case, pat and speak pleasantly to 
him as soon as he is on his feet, 


and do not repeat the lesson until 


patting, snapping your fingers or’ 


he has regained whatever compos- 
ure he may have lost. 

When your pupil has learned 
to obey the spoken word, accustom 
him to heed a mere gesture. When 
you give him the order to “lie 
down,’’ hold one hand away from 
your body, palm down, and keep 
it there until he has come to posi- 
tion. After a few lessons he will 
learn to associate words and ges- 
ture, and soon the former can be 
omitted when desired. When you 
order “‘up,’’ raise your hand with 
an encouraging sort of wave, which 
he will quickly recognize as a re- 
leasing signal. 

Gentleness is essential through- 
out the whole course of teaching 
this lesson, for there are few things 
your dog may have to learn which 
are more likely to cow him if 
wrongly handled. Nothing should 
be done which might lead to his 
considering the act as a punishment 
—an opinion which, at the best, he 
may be decidedly inclined to form. 
“Tie down” often takes longer 
to master than ‘‘come,”’ for there 
can be no preliminary, accustoming 
steps such as can be taken in the 
earlier lesson. The final result, 
however, will be well worth the 
efforts made to attain it.

HIGH TIDE FOR MEASLES. 

LL forms of: contagion re- 
A semble the tides in that they 

ebb and flow. Wherever wa- 
ter has the tide habit nothing that 
man has ever been able to do has 
broken that habit. Nothing short 
of draining the pond will work. 

Contagions likewise have the 
tide habit. Until we wipe out a 
form of contagion—in other words, 
drain the pond—the tide habit will 
keep up. 

The measles tide is coming in. 
In some places it is already high 
tide: in others the tide was in last 
spring; but, in the main, the au- 
tumn will-be the season of full. 


There is no indication that either 
of the three methods of vaccina- 
tion against measeles will be well 
enough developed to prevent this 
flow. Two of the methods are 
proved well enough, but there is 
no @¢hance to get them into gen- 
eral use. The third and most 
promising of the three is still in 
the experimental stage. 

Any determined individual can 
prevent his family from having 
measles, but the community must 
accept the wave as inevitable. 

Dr. Godfrey thinks we should 
concentrate our energy on children 
less than 3 years of age. The 
death rate among children of this 
age who suffer from measeles is 
very high. Measles is a mild dis- 
ease for older children, but not for 
this group of youngsters. 

Dr. Godfrey's plan is as follows: 
The health department should keep 
a file containing the names and ad- 
dresses of all children under 3 
years of age. When measles ap- 
pears every mother of a. young 
child on this list should be visited 
and told the dangers of measles for 
young children. As the epidemic 
rolls up the physicians and_ the 
public. should receive periodic 
warnings of the dnagers of measles 
to young children. 


Since measles is most contagious 
in the earliest stages, the symptoms 
of early measels will be well 
enough developed and in young 
children are told by a slight fever, a 
dry cough, a little aching, and a lit- 
tle sandy feeling in the eyes 
should cause measles to be sus- 
pected. Measles has an incubation 
period of about 14 days, during the 
last two to four of which the 
healthy looking child may be in- 
fective. Therefore the mothers of 
young children are taught to keep 
their children away from exposed 
children, especially during the sec- 
ond week following exposure. 
Whenever measles appears in a 
household where there is a child 
under 3 the health department 
should concentrate its efforts on 
quarantining that household. 

All the neighbors, as well as the 
physicians, should make it their 
business to see that measles is re-

Congress and Public to Be 
Impressed With Necessity 
of Passage. 


FOR TEMPORARY CLERKS 


Senators, representatives and the 
general public will have their at- 
tention calléd to necessity of pas- 
sage of the Smith bill providing 30 
days’ annual leave and 10 days’ 
sick leave for government employes 
at the next session of Congress by 
the National Federation of Federal 
Employes, which is continuing ,its 
campaign for the bill as a result of 
many complaints from temporary 
government employes regarding a 
recent ruling of Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCarl that they were not en- 
titled to any leave. 

Several thousand temporary gov- 
ernment employes in Washington 
and in the country are affected by 
the decision, which might be re- 
ferred to the Department of Justice 
for a ruling, according to present 
reports. The victory of the tempo- 
rary District employes over a sim- 
ilar adverse decision regarding leave 
has lent impetus to the fight. 

In Washington there are 392 tem- 
porary employes in the Commerce 
Department, 256 in the War Depart- 
ment, 17 in the Interior, which has 
almost 3,000 in the field, and 9 in 
the veterans’ bureau, which has 
more than 1,000 in the field. Num- 
bers of these have begun to com- 
plain against the ruling, not only to 
the employes’ federation but to de- 
partment heads and their congres- 
sional representatives. The bill for 
which the Federal employes’ fed- 
eration will campaign was intro- 
duced by Representative Addison T. 
Smith, of Idaho, at the instance of 
the federation. 

The bill was referred to the House 
civil service committee at the last 
session.

Answers Suit of Editorial 
Writer for $2,600, Alleged

The Invisible Empire of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan ecan- 
not and does not, under the cor- 


porate charter, use any of its re- 
sources or efforts to control, man- 
age, publish, or buy a newspaper 
or contribute money to one, accord- 
ing to the answer filed by the klan 
yesterday in the circuit court in re- 
sponse to a lawsuit begun by Fred- 
erick R. Barkhurst to recover $2.,- 
600 for services he says he rend- 
ered as editorial writer for the 
Patriot, a paper published at St. 
Louis, Mo. 

Mr. Barkhurst says that the klan 
took over the paper May 1, 1924, 
and then agreed to pay him the 
amount then due, namely, $2,800, 
and actually did pay him $200 on 
account, but .declined to pay the 
balance. 

In its answer the klan says it 
was organized as a ‘‘benevolent, re- 
ligious and charitable institution, 
not organized for profit, without 
capital stock, and that it is with- 
out authority to purchase and oper- 
ate a newspaper, or to manage and 
control the same, or to expend its 
funds in assistance thereof, and 
that it never authorized any one to 
purchase the Patriot.””

MOSQUITOES WERE HUGE 
00,000,000 YEARS AbD 


Discovery by Prof. Gilmore 
Reveals Giant Insects 
Plagued Man. 


FOUND IN GRAND CANYON 


Proof that prehistoric men were 
annoyed by giant mosquitoes or sim- 
ilar insects of enormous size is seen 
by scientists in the discovery of 
Prof. Charles Gilmore, paleonto- 
logical expert of the Smithsonian in- 


stitution. Prof. Gilmore has found 
the imprint of a bug wing measur- 
ing more than 4 inches in length 
imbedded in a layer of rock belong- 
ing to an early epoch. 
Conservative estimate by Prof. 
Gilmore places the age of this rock 
at 25,000,000 years, but geologists 
connected with the government geo- 
logical survex bureau believe this is 
too modest a calculation. One of 
them has written to Prof. Gilmore 
that, in his opinion, the rock is at 
least 260,000,000 or 300,000,000 
years old. This is the first known 
instance of prehistoric insect marks 
in the Grand Canyon, where the 
scientist found the layers of rock. 
Besides the fact that the insect 
probably possessed a long, slender 
dragon fiy like body and was doubt- 
less as bothersome a pest as the 
modern mosquito, Prof. Gilmore 
has learned little more about it 50 
far. Twenty-seven hundred pounds 
of rock, however, have been col- 
lected by him in the basement of 
the New National Museum, and 
their careful study is expected to 
reveal many hitherto unknown 
scientific facts. Three geological 
strata of rocks are represented in 
the collection. One was obtained 
by Prof. Gilmore 1,050 feet below 
the rim of the Grand Canyon; a 
second, 1,400 feet down, and a 
third, 1,800 feet from the top. 
Reptiles, amphibians and inverte- 
brate animals have left approxi- 
mately 25 different varieties of 
tracks on the surface of these lay- 
ers of stone, which have been trans- 
ferred to the museum with infinite 
pains in order not to chip off or 
injure the imprints which are now 
being examined by their discoverer. 


THREE BOYS TAKEN 
IN SCHOOL DAMAGE 


In Custody of Parents Pending 
Trial; Taylor Loss Put 
at $500. 


Three boys who were arrested by 
Policemen M. F. Prestell and L. H. 
Legg, of the Ninth precinct, in con- 
nection with the ransacking of the 
Taylor, Madison and Peabody pub- 
lic graded schools in the northeast, 
yesterday were released in custody 
of their parents. They gave their 
names as John Donahue, 11 years 
old, 803 Maryland avenue north- 
east; Joseph Eonano, 10 years old, 
331 Eighth street northeast, and 
Edwin Andrews, 9 years old, 711 
Maryland avenue northeast. They 
were charged with ‘‘unlawful entry 
and destruction of government 
property.”’ 

The Taylor school at Seventh and 
G streets was the worst damaged. 
In addition to ripping off the locks 
to the doors and closets, nearly 
every desk and drawer was found 
broken open and the books and 
other supplies thrown about the 
rooms.
